“At first I didn’t know w hat h ap ­ 
pened,” a private said. “I heard the 
whistle of the shell and they seem­ 
ed to be coming too close. 
W hen 
the shells struck, I was knocked to 
the ground by the blast, and dazed 
for a few moments. W hen I got up, 
m en were screaming all around me. 
I t was horrible.” 
“We were operating about 2,000 
y ards forward of the battalion com­ 
m and post in an area th a t housed 
another old CP. W hen the shells 
struck, 
the m en were out in the 
open,” he said. 
“We don’t believe the tragedy was 


the fault of the m ortarm en,” a n­

shells were defective. N aturally we’re 
b itter . . . it isn’t easy to see y our 
barracks-m ateg killed or wounded, 
so far from actual battle.”

The Iranian government be­ 
gan taking over the company’s in­ 
stallations in the southern, oil fields 
yesterday. 


v o t e o f c o n f id e n c e 
Premier Mohamed Mossadegh won 
his vote of confidence by 90 to 0, 
with one abstention. Several thou­ 
sand persons cheered and waved 
banners and flags oytside parlia­ 
ment as the premier told parliament 
he needed the confidence vote be­ 
cause “the company must go.” 
Mossadegh spoke for 20 minutes. 
He said the oil dispute with Britain 
had reached a “new stage” with the 
seizure of the Aioc installations. He 
read and attacked the British reply 
to Iran's final note on nationaliza­ 
tion and said he had sought to reach 
an agreement but: 
“It is now obvious that all are 
agreed the company must go.” 
Mobs roamed Tehran destroying 
signs at Aioc filling stations. Na­ 
tional frontists toured the city in. 
cars to urge mass demonstrations 
tonight against the oil company.

Police sealed the company’s main 
office doors with wax after all em­ 
ployees had been checked out. 
There were no reports of any in­ 
juries. The British embassy said it 
would protest the incidents. 
British army and air force units 
in the Middle East have been alert­ 
ed, with a warning that force will 
'be used if necessary to' protect Brit­ 
ish lives in Iran.

CAMP LEJEUNE, N. C. (U.R)—Bit­ 
ter Marines who saw 33 of their 
buddies killed or wounded by mor- 
tarfire on a training mission, “far 
from battle” said today they be­ 
lieved the tragedy was caused by 
bad ammunition. 
Investigators were questioning ex­ 
pert weapons crews to 
determine 
why two mortar shells fell short of 
their 
target 
yesterday, 
landing 
amidst a battalion command post 
Eight - Marines were killed, and 25 
others were wounded. 
Members of the company who es­ 
caped told reporters they were in 
a heavily-wooded area, near the 
New river, when the shells scream­ 
ed into their midst, striking almost 
simultaneously and showering de­ 
struction in every direction. 
“At first I didn’t know what hap­ 
pened,” a private said. “I heard the 
whistle of the shell and they seem, 
ed to be coming too close. 
When 
the shells struck, I was knocked to 
the ground by the blast, and dazed 
for a few moments. When I got up, 
men were screaming all around me. 
It was horrible.” 
“We were operating about 2,000 
yards forward of the battalion com­ 
mand post in an area that housed 
another old CP. When the shells 
struck, 
the men were out in the 
open,” he said. 
“We don’t believe the tragedy was 


an- 
the fault of the mortarmen, 
o t h e r non-commissioned officer 
said. “We are all positive that those 
shells were defective. Naturally we’re 
bitter . . . it isn’t easy to see your 
barracks-mates killed or wounded, 
so far from actual battle.” 
Officers ordered the mortars which 
fired the rounds Impounded and 
dropped a curtain of secrecy around 
their investigation. However, mem­ 
bers of the mortar crew said they, 
knew themselves the shells 
were 
defective the instant they left the 
guns.

Worth All The Dust

TOLEDO, Spain— A hodge-podge 
o f art, religion and history awaits 
the tou rist on the one day trip to 
this city , sou th of Madrid, renowned 
during the middle ages for its 
swo rds of steel with gold inlay . 
Perched high ab ov e the riv er 
Tag us, Toledo is u nb earab ly hot, 
dusty and sad. Once the capital of 
Spain when the Visigoths inv y led 
it in the 6 th centu ry , later held b y 
the Moors from A.D. 711 u ntil the 
leg endary El Cid reconqu ered it in 
10 6 5 for Christianity , thé city is 
to day a tou rist town. Yet despite the 
g uide b ook hu stlers cry ing, “You 
Americano, b u y a b ook, in ingles, 
see” and the b eau tifu l gold orna­ 
ments set ou t for the rich tou rists 
at v ery high prices, y ou catch 
g limpses in the crooked dark streets 
o f the dignity of the people. 
The tou rist b u s creaks and groans 
its way u p the steep, winding road 
to the first stop, the once magnifi­ 
cent palace of Charles V, the Alca- 
aar. Now it is in ru ins as a resu lt 
o f the civ il war and a trip throu gh 
the ruins, preserv ed as a mu seu m, 
presents a Franco’s ey e-v iew of the 
war. 
Here in the dank, unlit co rri- 
lido rs so me 90 wo men and chil­ 
dren o f To ledo , and sev eral hun­ 
dred Falang ist so ldiers held cut 
fo r 7 2 day s despite the terrific 
fire o f the Lo y alist fo rces until 
they receiv ed reinfo rcements. 
Two children were bo m here, 
the tired, dro ning v o ice o f the 
red-headed lady g uide info rms 
us. One she say s pro udly , is no w 
pursuing his military career. 
In another room is a monu ment 
to the son of General Moscardo and 
signs in sev eral langu ages of the 
last telephone conv ersation b etween 
the general, his son Lu is and a “Red 
Commander.” The commander in­ 
forms the general he has his son as 
hostage and will shoot him in 10 
minu tes if the general does not 
su rrender the Alcazar. He will let 
the b oy speak to the father for a 
moment to prov e it. The general 
do es not need ten minu tes. He teils 
the b oy , “Well then commend y ou r 


sou l to God, cry Viv a Españ a and 
die like a patriot.” (Later y ou learn 
the Falangists killed the son of 
Largo Cab allero, Loy alist leader, in 
reprisal.) 
And in another section, an old, 
wrinkled lady in b lack kneels qu ietly 
b efore the plaqu e b earing the names 
of the 104 th a t died du ring the 
seige. The tou rists walk b y u n­ 
noticed. 
It’s a relief to go ou t into the 
su nlight and v isit El Greco’s home 
and the adjoining mu seu m, recon­ 
stru cted a nu mb er of y ears ago in 
the memory of the artist who liv ed 
in the late 16 th centu ry . The mag­ 
nificent paintings alone-are worth 
the trip to Toledo. 
More of his work can b e seen in 
the impressiv e and ornate Gothic 
cathedral which is an interesting 
comb ination of the most b eau tifu l 
craftsmanship and some of the most 
ordinary * You can go here from the 
mov ing 
ex perience 
of seeing El 
Greco’s Bu rial of the Cou nt of Or- 
gaz or his sad St. Francis to the 
shock of a plu mp, pink cheru b ic 
statu e grinning senselessly ov er the 
St. Francis. 
. The comparativ e simplicity of the 
two 
sy nagogu es 
affords 
another 
change. One, the sy nagogu e of the 
Transit» b u ilt ab ou t 13 6 5 is of b rick­ 
work with ex qu isite stu cco fine en­ 
grav ing on the interior and a long 
Heb rew inscription from the Psalms 
u nder the cornice. The older one, 
Santa M aria la Blanca, set in a 
small 
cou rty ard, 
fragrant w i t h 
honey su ckle and holly hocks, is more 
an ex ample of Arab architectu re 
with its striking white octagonal 
colu mns inside. It was u sed b y the 
Jews u ntil the inqu isition in 1405, 
later it b ecame a hostel for fallen 
women. 
There is a qu ick trip to watch 
Toledo craftsmen hammering ou t 
their gold and steel designs and a 
look at the ou tside of the National 
Arms Factory . In there, we learn 
from the gu ide b ooks, “Thou sands 
of worker ants go there to ex change 
their lab ou r for b read. And this 
b read of warfare is for many homes 
the b read of peace. It is possib le 
that when wars cease for ev er, mis-

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Tour Of Toledo Is 
Worth All The Dust 
By JUDY STONE 
Independent-Journal Staff Writer 
TOLEDO, Spain—A hodge-podge 
of art, religion and history awaits 
the tourist on the one day trip to 
this city, south of Madrid, renowned 
during the middle ages for its 
swords of steel with gold inlay. 
Perched high above the river 
Tagus, Toledo is unbearably hot, 
dusty and sad. Once the capital o1 
Spain when the Visigoths invaded 
It in the 6th century, later held by 
the Moors from A.D. 711 until the 
legendary El Cid reconquered it in 
1065 for Christianity, the city is 
today a tourist town. Yet despite the 
guide book hustlers crying, “You 
Americano, buy a book, in ingles, 
see” and the beautiful gold orna­ 
ments set out for the rich tourists 
at very high prices, you catch 
glimpses in the crooked dark streets 
of the dignity of the people. 
The tourist bus creaks and groans 
Its way up the steep, winding road 
to the first stop, the once magnifi­ 
cent palace of Charles V, the Alca­ 
zar. Now it is in ruins as a result 
of the civil war and a trip through 
the ruins, preserved as a museum, 
presents a Franco’s eye-view of the 
war.Here In the dank, unlit corri- 
rldors some 90 women and chil­ 
dren of Toledo, and several hun­ 
dred Falangist soldiers held out 
for 72 days despite the terrific 
fire of the Loyalist forces until 
they received reinforcements. 
Two children were bom here, 
the tired, droning voice of the 
red-headed lady guide informs 
us. One she says proudly, is now - 
pursuing his military career. 
In another room is a monument 
to the son of General Moscardo and 
signs in several languages of the 
last telephone conversation between 
the general, his son Luis and a “Red 
Commander.” The commander in­ 
forms the general he has his son as 
hostage and will shoot him in 10 
minutes if the general does not 
surrender the Alcazar. He will let 
the boy speak to the father for a 
moment to prove it. The general 
does not need ten minutes. He teiLs 
the boy, “Well then commend your 


soul to God, cry Viva España and 
die like a patriot.” (Later you learn 
the Falangists killed the son of 
Largo Caballero, Loyalist leader, in 
reprisal.) 
And in another section, an old, 
wrinkled lady in black kneels quietly 
before the plaque bearing the names 
of the 104 that died during the 
seige. The tourists walk by un­ 
noticed. 
It’s a relief to go out into the 
sunlight and visit El Greco’s home 
and the adjoining museum, recon­ 
structed a number of years ago in 
the memory of the artist who lived 
in the late 16th century. The mag­ 
nificent paintings alone are worth 
the trip to Toledo. 
More of his work can be seen in 
the impressive and ornate Gothic 
cathedral which is an interesting 
combination of the most beautiful 
craftsmanship and some of the most 
ordinary. You can go here from the 
moving experience of seeing El 
Greco’s Burial of the Count of Or- 
gaz or his sad St. Francis to the 
shock of a plump, pink cherubic 
statue grinning senselessly over the 
St. Francis. 
. The comparative simplicity of the 
two synagogues affords another 
change. One, the synagogue of the 
Transito built about 1365 is of brick­ 
work with exquisite stucco fine en­ 
graving on the interior and a long 
Hebrew inscription from the Psalms 
under the cornice. The older one, 
Santa Maria la Blanca, set in a 
small courtyard, fragrant with 
honeysuckle and hollyhocks, is more 
an example of Arab architecture 
with its striking white octagonal 
columns inside. It was used by the 
Jews until the inquisition in 1405, 
later it became a hostel for fallen 
women. 
There is a quick trip to watch 
Toledo craftsmen hammering out 
their gold and steel designs and a 
look at the outside of the National 
Arms Factory. In there, we learn 
from the guide books, “Thousands 
of worker ants go there to exchange 
their labour for bread. And this 
bread of warfare is for many homes 
the bread of peace. It is possible 
that when wars cease for ever, mis-

Total War Would 


Mean War Without 
End, Catastrope 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 
To ta l Wa r a nd Co -ex istence—I 
When this series of three articles, 
of which this is the first, is done, 
I do not expect to write any more 
for some months to come. The edi­ 
tor has ag reed to a rather long in­ 
termission after I had reminded 
him that I hav e now been writing 
these articles on current ev ents for 
twenty years, and that anyone who 
has been that long in the boiler 
room of the ship had better come 
up on deck for a breath of fresh 
air and a look at the horizon. I 
told the editor that I had come to 
feel that it was time for me to g o 
back to writing a book which I be­ 
g an long ag o. If I find that I know 
how to finish it, it will be called 
“The Imag e of Man” and it is 
meant to be a successor to two 
earlier books of mine, “A Preface 
To Morals,” and “The Good So­ 
ciety.” 
So I hav e g one off to the coun­ 
try, leav ing unanswered the edi­ 
tor’s q uestion—which was whether, 
the times being so critical, it is 
rig ht to turn away ev en for a few 
months from the news of the day 
to certain of the perennial issues 
of the human condition. 
Before breaking off I am g oing 
to yield to the temptation to set 
down a few ideas on the g reat 
q uestion ol war and peace with the 
Sov iet Union. My own v iew is that 
in a total war between the Sov iet 
orbit and the Atlantic community 
the Sov iet g ov ernment would be 
destroyed, the Sov iet empire would 
be demolished, Western Europe 
would sink into anarchy, and 
North 
America, 
v ictorious 
but 
weary, impov erished, and isolated, 
would find it hard to preserv e the 
remnants of its freedom, harder 
still to bring back to life ag ain 
the stricken civ ilization of the 
Western world. 
PUT IN OTHER WORDS, I be­ 
liev e that the United States would 
win the military v ictory ag ainst 
the Sov iet empire. The war, how­ 
ev er, would be so dev astating and 
so prolong ed that in all of the 
Eurasian continent there would be 
left no g ov ernments of sufficient 
power and authority to make peace 
and to restore order and to recon­ 
struct the ruined world. In the 
place of g ov ernments there would 
be, I believ e, a v ast and formless 
disorder of bolshev ised warlords, 
petty chieftains, local dictators, 
bandit clans and terrorist g ang s. 
For in a total war we would hav e 
to destroy many of the g reat cities, 
and particularly the g reat centers 
of administration and communica­ 
tion, in order to achiev e v ictory. 
This destruction of the centers of 
administration and communication 
would set in motion a human mi­ 
g ration of desperate and starv ing 
hordes pressing upon and fusing 
with the Red armies as they in­ 
v aded Western Europe, looting the 
cities and the countryside and de­ 
stroying as they went the human 
structure of the existing society.

Insofar as the war was a. total 
war and its aim was v ictory, the 
catastrophe would be weli-nig h 
univ ersal. Instead of its being the 
war to end war, which we fondly 
hoped for in 1917 , it would be the 
war that could not be ended. This 
is the fundamental characteristic 
of the total wars of this century— 
that they hav e become increasing ­ 
ly more irreparably destructiv e and 
more hopelessly indecisiv e. 
AFTER THE FIRST World War 


the v ictors at least were able to 
make a peace which lasted until 
it was denounced and destroyed 
fifteen years later. But after the 
second World War the v ictors are 
entirely unable to make any peace 
with their former enemies. In a 
third World War, g iv en the nature 
of the g reat weapons of our ag e 
on the one hand and of rev olu­ 
tionary armies on the other hand, 
there is little prospect that the 
peace which would follow it would 
be much more than the peace 
which existed in the Dark Ag es— 
so many local truces, to be broken 
or to be kept as the warlord and 
his lieutenants happened to find 
it profitable.

I do not, of course, reg ard a total 
war as inev itable, and I am not 
inclined to think that it will be 
started deliberately — as 
H i t l e r 
started the second World War or 
as the theorists of a prev entiv e 
war in this country would hav e it. 
I do think, howev er, that we are 
being sucked into a war of this 
kind, sucked into conflicts here or 
there in which it becomes increas­ 
ing ly difficult to do anything ex­ 
cept to enlarg e the conflict. 


The 
conflict 
will, I 
believ e, 
broaden until it g ets out of control 
and, therefore, nearer and nearer 
to a total war, unless there is a 
settlement 
between 
the 
Sov iet 
Union and the Atlantic commun­ 
ity. Let me say, at once, lest there 
be any misunderstanding , that I 
hav e nev er at any time, not ev en 
in the heyday of the wartime alli­ 
ance, believ ed that it was possible 
for democratic countries and total­ 
itarian states to collaborate with 
one another. When I speak of a 
settlement with the Sov iet Union 
I do not mean a marriag e. I mean 
a div orce. I mean the fixing of 
boundaries between their world 
and ours—the frontiers to be de­ 
fended by armaments—a modest 
and reg ulated mutually profitable 
trade to be permitted, and an 
ag reement to reduce the propa­ 
g anda war from, let us say, v ol­ 
canic hatred to icy dislike. 
I hav e not g iv en up hope that 
this is about what Stalin means 
by co-existence.

THIS IS TANTAMOUNT to say­ 
ing that a settlement with the 
Sov iet g ov ernment must in the na­ 
ture of thing s be a military settle­ 
ment. Ev en if it is neg otiated at 
the conference table, rather than 
foug ht out on the battlefield, the 
settlement will still be reached in 
essentially military terms. The ne­ 
g otiation of such a settlement will 
be undertaken only on the assump­ 
tion in both camps that if ag ree­ 
ment fails, there will be war, that 
nothing will be conceded in the 
ag reement that could be withheld 
if there were war, and that the 
ag reement will not be observ ed if 
it can safely and profitably be v io­ 
lated. 


Neg otiation of this kind is what 
I mean by military neg otiation. In 
its essentials it is an armistice ar­ 
rang ed before war. When an ar­ 
mistice is arrang ed, before or after 
war, it does not mean that the two 
antag onists hav e come to lov e each 
other or ev en that they ag ree with 
one another. It means only that 
each has recog nized the limits of 
its military power and has under­ 
stood the conseq uences of a war.

'Uncle Sam' Now Decides 
All About Vital Metals 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (JP) — The g ov ern­ 
ment is fixing to decide how many 
automobiles, refrig erators, trom­ 
bones, bobby pins and stew pans 
you can, or should, buy—and in a 
v ery practical way. Uncle Sam 
hopes you’ll be satisfied. 
He’s g oing to dole out all the 
steel, copper and aluminum to all 
the nation’s users. That will re­ 
liev e metals producers of one of 
their big g est headaches—and prob­ 
ably bring on a whopper of one 
in Washing ton. Because the g ov ­ 
ernment is likely to find that 
ev eryone and his brother has a 
different idea of what is his fair 
share — and will be v ery v ocal 
about it. 
INSTEAD OF BEING MAD at 
the producers, manufacturers who 
don’t g et all the metal they want, 
and you, when you find your fav ­ 
orite g adg ets in shor* supply, will 
be mad at the g ov ernment—a g ood 
old American custom, anyway. 
The controlled materials plan 
(CMP) starts in about two weeks 
with military g oods production, 
and by the end of the year is ex­ 
pected to take in all users of metal, 
down to the lowliest. CMP proposes 
to see that manufacturers of mili­ 
tary material g et all the metal they 


need, that companies who make 
g oods supporting the defense effort 
g et metals enoug h to keep them 
operating , and that companies who 
. make less essential consumer g oods 
g et their fair share of what’s left. 
Steel, copper and aluminum hav e 
been in tig ht supply for months. 
Manufacturers hav e s c u r r i e d 
around trying to g et enoug h to 
keep production lines g oing at top 
speed while the sellers’ market 
lasted. Producers hav e tried to al­ 
locate their output among cus­ 
tomers, only to be bitterly accused 
in many instances of playing fav ­ 
orites. Most metal producers will 
be g lad to hand the chore ov er to 
the g ov ernment. 
CMP DEVISED in the last war 
as the best way to keep an all-out 
war g oing without upsetting the 
civ ilian economy entirely. It’s task 
should be easier this time, most 
producers feel. Military demand Is 
less just now, and production facil­ 
ities are much g reater. 
Take steel, for example. Top pro­ 
duction during the war was 89.6 
million tons in 1944. Last week we 
produced 96.7 million tons. Current 
production rate is 107 million tons 
annually,' but by next January 
capacity will be up to about 112 
million tons. And ca pa city is ex *

New Clusters Discovered 
With Probing Telescope 


By JOSEPH L. MYLER 
WASHINGTON (U.R) — Explorers 
of space hav e announced that they 
hav e discov ered 800 new clusters of 
star g alaxies, some of them so dis­ 
tant their lig ht takes 350,000,000 
years to reach the earth. 
Each g alaxy in each of the 800 
new clusters is comparable to the 
milky way, which is the home of 
the sun and 100,000,000,000 other 
stars. 
Major components of the ex­ 
panding univ erse, these “g alaxies- 
of-g alaxies” are rushing away from 
each other at speeds approaching 
the 18 6,000-mile-a-second speed of 
lig ht.

Total War and Co-existence—I 
When this series of three articles, 
of which this is the first, is done, 
I do not expect to write any more 
for some months to come. The edi­ 
tor has agreed to a rather long in- 
" ter mission after I had reminded 
him that I have now been writing 
these articles on current events for 
twenty years, and that anyone who 
has been that long in the boiler 
room of the ship had better come 
up on deck for a breath of fresh 
air and a look at the horizon.

If I find that I know 
how to finish it, it will be called

Poultrymen 
Warned Of 
Hot Weather 


Hot weather brings additional 
problems to the pou ltry men. One of 
these Is the need for cu lling non- 
lay ers when a hot spell cau ses some 
hens to qu it produ cing, reports Farm 
Adv isor Glenn Goble of the Univ er­ 
sity of California agricu ltu ral ex ­ 
tension serv ice. 
The alert pou ltry man mov es non­ 
lay ers from his flock qu ickly be­ 
cau se he realizes that 100 su ch birds 
may cat as mu ch as $35 worth of 
feed a month. The pou ltry man who 
can secu re 60 per cent lay or pro­ 
du ction from this month u ntil the 
first of the y ear will achiev e good 
retu rns, Goble said. 
In areas of the state where tem­ 
peratu res may go abov e 100 degrees 
fahrenheit, pou ltry men shou ld be 
prepared to cool their birds when 
su ch day s occu r. This is particu lar­ 
ly necessary when birds are hou sed 
on wire. A simple way of doing this 
is to wet .the birds and litter .by 
spray ing with water from a hose. 
Roof sprinklers and mist spray ers 
u nder the roof are u sed on some 
ranches. 
Ventilation is v ery important in 
hot weather, particu larly at the floor 
lev el. Shade to keep the birds ou t 
of direct su nshine also is necessary . 
Additional waterers at floor lev el 
arc desirable, Goble conclu ded.

The study in­ 
cluded 1131 patients. 
Three hun­ 
dred tho usand units o f penicillin in 
o il weft given with the o nset o f ac­ 
tive labo r. The rate o f illness in 622 
patients receiving no penicillin was 
4.19 per cent, while in tho se patients 
treated with penicillin, the rate o f 
infectio n was 1.37 per cent. 
Of patients no t treated with peni­ 
cillin, 10.6 per cent develo ped so me 
fever after o r during th e delivery, 
while o nly 3.1 per cent o f the pa­ 
tients receiving penicillin had any 
fever. There was a 7 0 per cent re­ 
ductio n in the amo unt o f illness and 
fever in pregnancy in tho se cases 
which were treated. 
PREVENTIVE PENICILLIN 
It wo uld seem th at the injectio n 
o f penicilin as a preventive early in 
labo r wo uld be o f great value in pre­ 
venting the usual infective co mpli­ 
catio ns o f labo r. This pro cedure is 
no w being ado pted by many pro ­ 
gressive ho spitals all o ver the co un­ 
try . Abo ve all, in any co mplicated 
delivery, penicillin sho uld mo st cer­ 
tainly be administered; and fro m 
the study made, it wo uld also seem 
highly feasible to co nsider giving 
peniciliin ro utinely as a preventive 
fo r all patieqts in active labo r. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. P.: Is there a difference in the 
blo o d pressure in the right and left 
arms when the blo o d pressure is 
checked?

Answer: Usually, there may be up 
to 20 millimeters o f mercury differ­ 
ence in the blo o d pressure in the 
two arms. It is no rmal to have a 
slight difference. Ho wever, to o great

prevent infections which we have no 
way of predicting. The study In­ 
cluded 1131 patients. Three hun­ 
dred thousand units of penicillin in 
oil weA given with the onset of ac­ 
tive labor. The rate of illness in 622 
patients receiving no penicillin was 
4.19 per cent, while in those patients 
treated with penicillin, the rate of 
Infection was 127 per cent. 
Of patients not treated with peni­ 
cillin, 10.6 per cent developed some 
fever after or during the delivery, 
while only 3.1 per cent of the pa­ 
tients receiving penicillin had any 
fever. There was a 70 per cent re­ 
duction in the amount of Illness and 
fever in pregnancy In those cases 
which were treated. 
PREVENTIVE PENICILLIN 
It would seem that the injection 
of penicilin as a preventive early in 
labor would be of great value in pre­ 
venting the usual Infective compli­ 
cations of labor. This procedure is 
now being adopted by many pro­ 
gressive hospitals all over the coun­ 
try. Above all, in any complicated 
delivery, penicillin should most cer­ 
tainly be administered; and from 
the study made, it would also seem 
highly feasible to consider giving 
penicillin routinely as a preventive 
for all patieqto in active labor. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. P.: Is there a difference in the 
blood pressure in the right and left 
arms when the blood pressure is 
checked? . 
Answer: Usually, there may be up 
to 20 millimeters of mercury differ 
ence in the blood pressure In the 
two arms. It is normal to have a 
slight difference. However, too great 
a difference is sometimes indicative 
of heart or blood vessel diseases.

SACRAMENTO (U.P) — A golden 
flow of special appropriation bills 
was uncork ed last week with pas­ 
sage of California’s $1,034,386,240 
state budget as legislators raced to­ 
ward their June 23 deadline. 
Gov. Earl 
W arren 
signed 
the 
state’s second highest budget within 
minutes after it arrived at his desk . 
W arren praised the budget as bal­ 
anced without the necessity of new 
or additional tax es. 
The bill passed both houses short­ 
ly after a joint-conference commit­ 
tee agreed to restore a part of sen­ 
ate cuts, mainly in the budget for 
the Departm ent of Mental Hy giene. 
A few hours after the budget was 
signed, the assembly passed a bill 
by Francis Dunn, D., Oak land, to 
boost state aid to schools by $48,000,- 
000. The action was tak en despite 
protests that the bill contained no 
provision for financing the increase. 
W arren promptly said that he 
would veto the bill if it gets to him 
in its original form. 
“No bill tha t carries $20,000,000 
more than we have in revenue can 
be signed,“ W arren said. 
W arren said -that the most recent 
report by the State Department of 
Finance indicated that the state 
will have only $28,000,000 in revenue 
tha t has not been allocated. 
T hat m eant W arren would have 
to veto quite a few bills. The legis­ 
lature had piled up a sum that ex ­ 
ceeded his unappropriated balance 
by many , many times. 
But the assembly k illed one spec­ 
ial appropriation bill that W arren 
wanted badly and the fate of an­ 
other was in doubt at week s end. 
The assembly dumped his request 
for a new aid program to the totally 
and permanently disabled. The bill

KANSAS MEDALLIONS 


by Assembly man Thomas Maloney , 
R., San Francisco, would have ap­ 
propriated $6,000,000 for the first 
nine months of the program.

Chronic alcoholics and nar­ 
cotics users were ex cluded under 
the term s of the bill.

center program. The assembly passed 
a liberalized version of a support 
bill, but the senate finance commit­ 
tee dumped it. 
The senate passed a tighter bill 
which an assembly committee then 
proceeded to liberalize. Action on it 
was pending at week ’s end.

The assembly finally approved and 
sent to the senate a bill aimed at 
mak ing a million Californians pay 
more tax es for the ex tra services 
they get. 
The bill—subject of a violent fight 
between the cities and the counties 
—would require 
the counties to 
charge the urban but unincorporat­ 
ed areas ex tra for their police, fire, 
sanitary , street, and recreational 
seervices. 
The cities claim that the areas 
are getting a free ride since those 
ex tra services are paid for in part 
by the farmers and city dwellers.

A bill to put persons who commit 
sex crimes against children into jail 
for life—unless they choose the al­ 
ternative of a surgical operation— 
was passed overwhelmingly by the 
assembly . 
The bill by H. Allen Smith, R., 
Pasadena, would also provide sen­ 
tences up to life for a number of 
other sex crimes. 
W arren indicated he would give 
the bill a lot of study if it got to 
him. He said he wasn’t sure whether 
stiffer penalties would work to pre­ 
vent such crimes or just to mak e it 
difficult to get convictions.

Don’t put too much food, particu­ 
larly cold, wet food, into hot fat at 
one time. This reduces the temper­ 
ature so greatly that the food will 
not cook properly . 


When mak ing French fried pota­ 
toes for a large group, partially 
fry them ahead of time, then plunge 
into hot fat to brown them just 
before serving. 


Do see that the coating of egg 
and crumbs is evenly applied to food. 
This coating serves as a seal and 
when the seal is brok en, the fat 
can soak into the food. 


Do mak e croquettes moderate in 
size. If too large, the steam form­ 
ed inside will cause the crust to 
burst.

SACRAMENTO (U.R) — A golden 
flow of special appropriation bills 
was uncorked last week with pas­ 
sage of California's $1,034,386,240 
state budget as legislators raced to­ 
ward their June 23 deadline. 
Gov. Earl Warren signed the 
state’s second highest budget within 
minutes after if arrived at his desk. 
Warren praised the budget as bal­ 
anced without the necessity of new 
or additional taxes. 
The bill passed both houses short­ 
ly after a joint-conference commit­ 
tee agreed to restore a part of sen­ 
ate cuts, mainly in the budget for 
the Department of Mental Hygiene. 
A few hours after the budget was 
signed, the assembly passed a bill 
by Francis Dunn, D., Oakland, to 
boost state aid to schools by $48,000,- 
000. The action was. taken despite 
protests that the bill contained no 
provision for financing the increase. 
Warren promptly said that he 
would veto the bill if it gets to him 
in its original form. 
“No bill that carries $20,000,000 
more than we have in revenue can 
|ae signed,” Warren said. 
Warren said «that the most recent 
report by the State Department of 
Finance indicated that the state 
will have only $28,000.000 in revenue 
that has not been allocated. 
That meant Warren would have 
to veto quite a few bills. The legis­ 
lature had piled up a sum that ex­ 
ceeded his unappropriated balance 
by many, many times. 
But the assembly killed one spec­ 
ial appropriation bill that Warren 
wanted badly and the fate of an­ 
other was in doubt at week's end. 
The assembly dumped his request 
for a new aid program to the totally 
and permanently disabled. The bill

Three batches or as many moro as 
you like, from one batch of effort. 
These are fine plain or made with 
“hearts” of rum, mint or milk 
chocolate wafers. Make the basic 
cookie dough. Leave one-third plain; 
flavor another third with orange 
juice and shredded orange rind and 
add melted chocolate to the re­ 
mainder. 
Change the shapes for each kind, 
if you like. 
Make them round, 
square, rectangular or oval in shape. 
A pastry jagger that scallops edges 
adds further variety and interest. 
When you make double deckers 
using chocolate wafer centers, ex­ 
periment with ideas like those in 
the picture. Nut toppings add fur­ 
ther interest, if you like. 
34 cup shortening, 
1 cup sugar, 
1 egg, 
1 tablespoon milk, 
34 teaspoon vanilla extract, 
2 cups sifted enriched flour, 
1 teaspoon baking pow>?r, 
1 teaspoon salt, 
1 square chocolate, melted, 
1 tablespoon orange Juice, 
1 tablespoon orange rind. 
Cream together shortening and 
sugar until light and fluffy. Add 
egg, milk and vanilla extract. Beat 
well. 
Sift together flour, baking 
powder and salt. Add to creamed 
mixture and mix well. Divide dough 
into thirds. 
To one third, add melted choco­ 
late, mixing it in thoroughly. 
To another third, add orange juice 
and rind, mixing well. (Chocolate 
“hearts” are especially wonderful 
for this.) 
Leave remaining third plain. 
Shape each third into a roll in any 
preferred shape. Wrap in waxed 
paper. Chill until very firm. Slice 
thin and bake on greased baking 
sheets in moderately hot oven, 400 
degrees, 10 minutes. Double deckers 
with chocolate centers require only 
3 to 5 minutes more.

This coating serves as a seal and 
when the seal is broken, the fat 
can soak into the food. 
Do make croquettes moderate in 
size. If too large, the steam form­ 
ed inside will cause the crust to 
burst.

The bird represents a nine mate 
breeding process which included two 
strains of pheasant and two strains 
of chicken. The hy brid offers con­ 
sumers the adv antag es of improv ed 
flav or, white meat drumsticks, and 
eig ht to fifteen percent more edible 
meat. 
The strains of pheasant in the 
bird are ring neck and Mong olian, 
and breeds of chicken include Cor­ 
nish and New Hampshire. 
A1 Bog atin, who operates the 
Stony Point ranch in Santa Rosa 
has been named producer and dis­ 
tributor of Northwester birds in the 
Redwood empire. The bird repre­ 
sents 17 y ears of study and research 
by J ames Knowles, a Washing ton 
g eneticist. 
In Marin, the price of the North­ 
wester will be hig her than the cost 
of other chickens at meat markets 
Howev er, producers contend con­ 
sumers will benefit by purchasing 
the hy brid since the quantity of 
edible meat on a 2)2 pound North­ 
wester is the equiv alent of a three 
pound chicken.

In Marin, the price of the North- 
wester will be higher than the cost 
of other chickens at meat markets. 
However, producers contend con­ 
sumers will benefit by purchasing 
the hybrid since the quantity of 
edible meat on a 2*á pound North­ 
wester is the equivalent of a three 
pound chicken.
